Irft, Becauſe it is well known, that the foreſaid Pole being the firſt general Pole that 
ever was in Scotland, was at that time greatly miſtaken, and over-valued by all that 
concerned them. Ives in it. 

2. That the Tack(-men who were the Higheſt Offerers, by the Condition of their 
Tack, had Ground and Right to expect to have had the Benefit of the Act of Parliament, im- 
poling the ſaid Pole, and of the whole Cont: nts and Orders therein ſet down, ſpecially as to 
the taking up ofthe Luts and Rolls, and m- k ing due Returns thereof, which yet was not ob- 
ſerved to them for the far, far greateſt part ol the Kingdom, which readred the uplifting of 
of the ſaid Pole-money in effect impoſſible, 

3. That upon Tryal, which could not poſlibly be diſcovered before, „be AR of Parliament, 
and the Degrees, Qualitics,and Branches thereof, were tound to Labour under ſeveral Doubts 
and De fects, which made an jntrinſick Inſufficiency in the Pole it ſelf, as was fully cleared 
to the Committee. 

4. That if the Tackſmen ſhould be neceſſitat to held their Tack, they muſt exad the Qua- 
Cruples, to which their Tack gives them full Right, and what an Oppreſſion and Confuton 
this would prove to the whole Countrey, and how great a hinderance to the new Pole, is 
obvious to every body. 

5. His Majeſty in his Letter to the Lords of Theſaury, and Exchequer, ſuperceded all Exe- 
cution againſt the Tackſmen, in regard he would not bave the Quadruples (xacted, and Inſtru- 
Qed the Commiffioner his Grace anent the ſame. 

6. It is Nottour to all Members of Parliament, that the new Pole hath been Contrived 

and Digeſted with Advantages, far above the old Pole; and that theſe Advantages are com- 

monly eſtimat to a far greater Value than the former Pole ; and yet upon Tryal, it is now 
ſeen how little is offered for it , Which evidenily demonſtrats that the Tack of the former 

Pole, did labour not only under the Difficulties and Dilappointments above · mentioned 

8 likeways, under ſuch an intrinſick Inſufficiency, as in all Equity pleads for the ſoreſaid 

llection. 

And therefore ſeing that the Tackſmen were Diſappointed, as to the plain Conditions of 
their Tack, anent the Liſts and Rolls, and that the Pole it ſelf was Diſcovered upon Tryal, 
to be Inſufficient and Imperfe&t : and that the Quadruples to which the the Tackimen have 
undoubted Right, would be an infinite Prejudice to the Countrey. It is confidently ex- 
pected, the High and Honourable Court of Parliament, will approve the Report of theic 
Committee, and free the Tackſmen of their ſaid Tack, and Declare them to be only Compt- 
able as Collectors, ſpecially ſeing that they are content to Accompt with all ExaQneſs, and by 
whatſomever rational Rules the Parliament ſhall tbirk fit to Preſcribe. And that in a Word, 
it is viſible, that if the Parliament do not graciouſly Iaterpole in this Matter, not only the 
Countrey muſt ſuſtain an irreparable Prejudice z but many honeſt Noblemen and Gentle- 
men who intended to ſerve the Countrey in this Matter, with great ſincerity, muſt be great.
